Sails  Higher 
And  Farther 


Though  not  of  the  world-shak¬ 
ing  nature  of  the  tales  of  Greek 
and  Roman  heroes  of  yore,  an 
epic  could  be  written  of  the  hectic 
flight  of  one  of  the  ballootu  re¬ 
leased  during  the  Wartburg' Col¬ 
lege  Homecoming  balloon  race. 

Tagged  with  the  name  of  John 
Els  of  Pomeroy,  six-yesr-old 
brother  of  Elaine  and  Marcia  Els, 
sophomore  and  freshman  co-eds, 
respectively,  here  on  the  campus, 
and  released  following  the 
Knights’  first  touchdown  in  their 
homecoming  foolball  victory,  the 
orange  balloon  bearing  the  black 
imprint  “Wartburg  Knights" 
could  probably  tell  a  breathtaking 
story  of  its  adventures  from  the 
time  it  left  Waverly  on  Oct.  19 
until  it  was  found  in  hilly,  wooded 
northern  Pennsylvania  about  13 
miles  south  of  the  New  York  state 
line  by  Mr.  E.  Harmon,  resident  of 
i  Smethport,  Pa. 
j  Harmon  from  low'a. 

Mr.  Harmon,  who  was  born 
Butler  county,  Iowa,  and  who 
happened  to  be  visiting  a  brother 
I  in  Eldora  at  the  time  the  balloon 
was  released,  sent  it  to  young  Mr. 

I  Els,  whose  parents  forwarded  the 
letter  to  college  officials. 

But  that's  not  all — ^just  as  th< 
Iliad  was  followed  by  the  Odys¬ 
sey,  so  this  balloon  epic  had  its 
sequel. 

Balloon  Via  New  York. 

The  following  day  after  receiv¬ 
ing  the  balloon  found  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  the  public  relations  office 
was  astounded  to  have  a  second 
balloon  returned  from  Mr.  Hollis 
J.  Davis  of  FrCYvsburg,  N.  'Y. 

Mr.  David’s  letter  stated  that  he 
had  been  surprised  to  see 
balloon  lying  in  his  wheatfield 
five  miles  north  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  state  line.  So  goes  the 
material  for  Homer  were  he  still 
alive.

Wartburg  To  Try 
For  North  Central 

Wartburg  college  will  apply  for 
membership  in  the  North  Central 
association  of  colleges  and  second¬ 
ary  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
present  school  year,  as  announced 
by  Dr.  G.  J.  Neumann,  dean  of 
the  faculty. 

Acting  as  a  cooperative  venture 
of  270  colleges  and  universities, 
48  junior  colleges  and  3,037  sec¬ 
ondary  schools  in  the  north  cen¬ 
tral  stales,  the  association  has 
been  publishing  lists  of  accredited 
schools  and  colleges  since  1913. 
Among  the  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  recognized  by  the  organiza¬ 
tion  at  the  present  time  are  18  in 
the  state  of  Iowa. 

Among  the  purposes  of  the  as¬ 
sociation  in  accrediting  institu¬ 
tions  of  higher  education  are  tc 
let  the  public  know  that  educa- 
ors  think  the  Institution  is  worthy 
of  Its  name  and  to  guide  prospec¬ 
tive  students  in  their  choice  of  l 
college.  The  organization  also  be¬ 
lieves  that  accreditment  can  serve 
as  a  guide  in  inter-instituUonal 
relationshii>s. 

Accreditment  by  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  association  is  based  upon  the 
total  pattern  the  college  represents 
as  an  institution  of  higher  educa¬ 
tion.  Among  the  items  in  the  pat¬ 
tern  are  faculty,  curriculum,  in¬ 
struction,  administration  and  fin¬ 
ance.  The  association  also  judges 
on  the  adequacy  of  the  physical 
college  plant  and  the  library.

Director  Odegard 
demonstrated  that  his  band  was 
also  equipped  with  a  fine  march 
repertoire,  as  the  group  played 
“Knightsbridge  March"  by  Coates 
as  a  part  of  the  program  and 
answered  two  encore  calls  with 
•‘Invercargill”  and  “His  Honor"  | 
with  equally  splendid  finesse.

Want  To  Die  Young?  ’ 

On  the  bulletin  board  in  Gi'ossmann  hall 
is  <a  little  clipping  entitled,  "So  You  Want  To 
Die  Young!”  Material  for  the'  article  was 
taken  from  a  pamphlet  issued  by  the  Min¬ 
nesota  Department  of  Health  for  tlie  advice 
of  the  students  of  the  University  of  Minne¬ 
sota.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

Rules  to  follow  in  one’s  attempt  to  die 
young  include  skipping  meals,  sleeping  for 
only  a  few  hours  a  day,  little  fresh  air  or 
exercise,  int^perance  and  failure  to  notify 
a  nurse  or  doctor  when  sickness  occurs. 

How  typical  is  this  of  life  here  on  the 
campus !  Going  to  bed  in  the  early  moi-ning 
hours,  lighting  one  cigarette  off  the  end  of 
another,  avoiding  P.  T.  and  walks  downtown, 
skipping  meals  when  that  urgent  cramming 
is  necessary.  Is  this  the  way  to  preseiwe  our 
health  ? 

Of  course,  -^ve  are  busy  with  college  ao 
tivities  and  studying  and  perhaps  a  little 
recreation,  but  it  is  well  to  remember  that 
college  is  our  prepai'ation  for  a  later  success 
in  life-work.  There  is  little  to  be  expected 
of  our  preparation  if  the  bodies  wliieh  harbor 
it  are  not  in  fit  condition. 

We  as  college  students  ai-e  still  young; 
the  major  pai-t  of  our  life  lies  ahead  of  us. 
It  will  pay  us  in  the  long  run  to  keep  in  mind 
that  portion  of  the  pamphlet  devoted  to 
methods  to  obtain  longevity. 

These  stepping  stones  include  plenty  of 
sleep,  the  right  kind  of  food,  exercise,  peace 
of  mind  (In  other  words,  good  grades  with 
little  work?).

For  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
Wartburg  college  opened  this  year 
with  the  full-time  services  of  a 
college  chaplain.  School  has  been 
progress  now  about  three 
months  and  as  part  of  this  Chrisf- 
greeting  to  the  friends  and 
alumni  of  our  beloved  institution, 
the  college  chaplain  would  like  to 
portray  for  you  a  picture  of  the 
, religious  activUies  at  Wartburg  as 
they  have  taken  place  these  past 
months. 

Wartburg  college  strongly  be¬ 
lieves  that  a  well-rounded  educa- 
include  courses  in 
Christianity  as  well  as  sources  in 
science,  language  and  the  arts. 
That  is  why  courses  in  Christian¬ 
ity  are  a  part  of  every  student’s 
curriculum  at  Wartburg.  For  the 
freshman  it  is  an  introductory 
course  in  Bible;  the  sophomores 
study  tlie  great  fundamentals  of 
Christian  faith.  Juniors  and 
seniors  may  select  such  courses  as 
the  Prophet,  Christian  Ethics  or 
any  of  the  other  courses  which  are 
offered  from  time  to  time. 

Lives  Outside  Classroom. 

A  student,  however,  lives  much 
of  his  life  outside  the  classroom, 
and  that  life  too  must  be  per¬ 
meated  with  a  religious  atmos¬ 
phere  if  the  high  goals 
a  Christian  college  arc  t< 
tained.  It  is  for  that  reason  'that 
every  evening,  Monday  through 
Friday,  devotions  are  conducted 
for  our  students,  junior  and 
ior  pre-theological  students  lead 
some  of  the  devotions;  faculty 
members  lead  the  others.  Besides 
ihis  corporate  worship,  every 
dent  is  encouraged  to  establish  lor 
himself  the  re^ar  habit  of  pri¬ 
vate  devotion. 

Coupled  with  these  evening 
devotions,  we  have  two  SO-minute 
convocations  a  week  in  the  gym- 
qaeium.  The  purpose  of  these  con¬ 
vocations  is  somewhat  different 
from  our  evening  chapels.  Their 
purpose  is  primarily  a  calling  to¬ 
gether  of  the  entire  college  family 
to  give  expression  to  that  unity  of 
spirit  which  every  college  must 
maintain.  Undoubtedly  in  a  school 
like  Wlartburg,  this  unity  finds  its 
highest  expression  in  a  religious 
message  adapted  to  college  peo¬ 
ple.  It  is  for  that  reason  that  at 
least  half  of  our  convocations  are 
of  this  strictly  religious  nature. 
Other^  of  these  convocations  are 
'  more,  educational  nature,  for 
of  the’ duties  of  a  college  is  to 
broaden  the  intellectual  horizdns 
of  its  students.  It  goes  without 
saying  that  here  at  Wartburg  with 
Christian  outlook,  even  th<

Charles  PicheUneyer,  janitor 
number  one,  came  out  of  the  fur¬ 
nace  room,  where  he  had  been 
removing  ashes  from  the  furnaces. 
Blinking  his  eyes  in  the  bright 
sunlight,  Charlie  ascended  the 
stepa  to  the  main  floor,  where  he 
was  blithely  strolling  along  mind¬ 
ing  the  campus  crew's  business 
when  President  C.  H.  Becker  come 
rushing  out  of  his  office  as  only  a 
college  president  can  rush. 

He  accosted  Charlie  with, 
“Where's  the  fire?  Don’t  you  smell 
smoke?  I  do.” 

But  Charlie  assured  him  in  his 
own  care&ee  manner  that  it  was 
probably  just  the  fumes  escaping 
from  the  furnace  room  due  to  the 
furnace-cleaning.  But  President 
Becker,  having  too  few  college 
buildings  the  way  it  is  and  defi¬ 
nitely  none  to  be  burned  down, 
rushed  up  to  the  second  floor  and 
the  laboratories,  only  to  be  assured 
that  none  but  the  usual  odors  were 
present  there  and  that  nothing  was 
amiss  in  that  sector. 

Crowd  Gathers  On  Scene. 

Returning  to  the  main  floor,  he 
found  a  crowd  gathered  before 
the  bulletin  board  (definition  of 
crowd — four  persons  or  more) 
Mrs,  LaBahn,  Joan  Sandrock  and 
I  several  others  too  well  forgotten 
to  mention,  their  noses  pointed 
skyward,  sniffing  the  air  in  search 
of  the  source  of  the  blaze  that 
was  fast  becoming  a  reality  in 
their  minds.

The  Board  also  discussed  the 
improvement  of  the  present  Sun¬ 
day  School  system.  Il  decided  to 
ask  the  American  Lutheran 
church  to  aim  for  a  Sunday 
School  ciu-ollment  of  300,000  by 
1949.  Dr.  Hiltner  stated  that  a 
strong  effort  will  be  made  to 
reach  that  goal.  High  school 
Bible  classes,  young  people’s  and 
young  adults'  classes  will  also  be 
encouraged,  as  that  group  now  in¬ 
cludes  only  15  per  cent  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  total  Sunday  School  enroll¬ 
ment. 

It  is  the  plan  to  hold  one-week 
Sunday  School  teacher  training 
institute  at  Wartburg  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1947  in  cormection  with  a 
Social  Service  insdtute.

To  Transport  Groups. 

Student  groups  will  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  college  approved  meet¬ 
ings  or  other  functions  and  to  the 
nearest  bus  depot  or  railroad  sta¬ 
tion  at  the  following. rates; 

1  passenger — 4  cents  per  mile 

2  passengers — 6  cents  per  mile 

3  passengers — 7  cents  per  mile 

4  passengers — 8  cents  per  mile 
,  5  passengers — 9  cents  per  mile 

6  passengers  or  more — 10  cent 
per  mile. 

Above  rates  are  charged  to  thi 
group  as  a  whole  when  there  i 
more  than  one  student  and  not  the 
6  or  7  cents  to  each  passenger. 
New  Students  May  Go  Free. 

New  students  arriving  in  Wa¬ 
verly  will  be  transported  free  of 
charge  from  the  railroad  station 
or  bus  depot  to  the  campus.

1940—  Nativity  scene  built  west 
of  Luther  hall— candlelight  ser¬ 
vice  sponsored  by  Chi  Rho  with 
speaking  choir  featured  tor  first 
time — editorial  says,  ‘‘Don't  for¬ 
get  the  humble  manger  and  what 
it  stands  for  among  the  gli.ter  of 
modem-day  decorations."

This  year's  December  issue  of 
“The  Church  Sdiool  Teacher,” 
published  by  the  Wartburg  PiCss 
in  Columbus,  Ohio,  carries  as  its 
feature  article  an  address  “I  Am 
the  Way”  by  Dr.  John  Hiltner 
of  the  department  of  religion  and 
philosophy  at  Wartburg  college.

Church  Schools  Emphasized.  I 

In  the  address  Dr.  Hiltner  em-  j 
phasized  tlie  importance  of  leadei--  ! 
ship  training  schools  and  the 
teachings  of  the  church  schools.  { 
Excerpts  from  the  address  are  as  ‘ 
follows; 

“Leadership  training  schools 
are  the  West  Point  of  the  Church 
....  Christianity  is  the  power¬ 
house  which  can  generate  the 
spiritual  power  necessary  to  build 
a  belter  world.  The  church  work¬ 
ers,  from  the  pastor  down  to  the 
humblest  Sunday  school  teacher, 
are  the  power  lines  which  are  to 
transmit  these  spiritual  forces — 
Atomic  power  is  a  strong  force, 
but  the  atoning  power  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a  still  greater 
force,  and  we  are  to  release  it,” 
'Meetbig  of  Hearts’  Needed. 

Concerning  the  fundamental 
difference  between  teaching  reli¬ 
gion  and  teaching  grammar  cjr 
history  or  arithmetic.  Dr.  Hiltner 
says,  “Teaching  secular  subjects 
is  an  intellectual  process  and  calls 
merely  for  a  meeting  of  minds. 
Teaching  the  Gospel  is  a  life  pro¬ 
cess  and  calls  for  a  meeting  of 
hearls.” 

He  adds  that  the  most  effective 
way  of  teaching  the  gospel  is  to 
live  it.

Chinese  Christian 
Tells  Of  Conversion 

Dr.  Joyce  Fang,  a  native  of 
China,  addressed  Wartburg  facul¬ 
ty  and  students  during  convoca¬ 
tion  hour,  Thursday,  Dec.  12.  Dr. 
Fang  holds  a  doctor  of  science 
degree  in  chemistry  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Iowa. 

Dr.  Fang  revealed  to  the  audi¬ 
ence  some  of  her  experiences  of 
her  family  in  becoming  Christians. 
While  her  father  was  studying  at 
a  naval  school  in  north  Chtoa  and 
her  mother  at  a  mission  school, 
evangelist  conducted  a  series  of 
meetings  at  which  her  mother’s 
conversion  was  accomplished.  A 
most  interesting  account  of  how 
some  of  her  relatives  were  con¬ 
verted  to  Christianity  ensued. 

Concerning  her  studies.  Dr.  Fang 
said,  “I  do  not  see  how  anyone 
who  is  studying  chemistry  and 
other  sciences  cannot  believe  in 
God.  The  deeper  I  go  into  the 
study  of  science,  the  more  I  am 
convinced  that  man  only  discovers 
what  God  has  created.” 

Dr.  Fang  is  now  doing,  research 
work  at  Northwestern  university, 
Evanston,  III.  and  at  the  Moody 
Bible  Institute  in  Chicago.
